as grieving the comforting, the fealing Spirit, abuſing the Re-; 
deemer's Grace, &*c.- yer nothing ſhort of Univerſal Innocence, 
nothing but a perfect Righteouſneſs, a total exemption from all:

- Now a full SatisfaQtion may bemade two ways. 

1. By ſuffering the whole Penalty due. 

2. When a valuable Conſiderations accepted by the offended Par- 
ty or Judge, wherein the Honour of the Law' is as much ſaved, as 
if it had never been broken; or as if being broken, the full Penalty

That Man 
could never make ſuch Satisfattion to the Juſtice of God, nor 
any Creature for him. 2; That the Lord Chriſt hath made ſuch 
full Satisfaction, that 1t ſtands now with the Honour of the Holy 
God, to juſtifie Sinners upon the terms of the Goſpe!. 
I. Afertion. Firitf, That -neither. Man, nor any Creature, 


could ſatisfic offended Juſtice, 


I. Not 
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1.. Not by ſuffering the Penalty ; for that being Infinite, :re- 
quires an infinite Continuanceunder it ( there being no other 
way for a Finite Creature to ſuffer Infinitely) and ſo the whole 
Penalty will ever be ſuffering, but can never be ſuffered; for 
in Eternity, ſtop where you' will, and there 1s yet as much to 
come, as15 already paſt 3 nay, infinitely more, for that which 
is paſt, is but a Finite time of ſuffering, though Millions of A 
are paſt, but an Eternity of ſuffering 1s yet to.come ; and after 


as many more Millions of Ages, ſtill, ſtill an infinite Eternity is 


Future, that never can be ſo exhauſted, but an Eternity will (till 
be left. 

Secondly, Not by any a& of Service, which amounts to a va- 
luable Conſideration worthy to be accepted of the Judge as Sa- 
tisfaQory to his affronted Juſtice, for two Reaſons. 

1. Becauſe God 1s more diſhonoured by one Sin, than ho- 
noured by an Eternity of Obedience; for God is not at all ob- 
liged to Chernbimrs and Seraphims for obeying him ; all the Cre- 


ation naturally oweth its utmeſtipoſbbility of Service, as an E- 


ternal Debt to its great Creator. | Now the leaſt at of Diſobe- 
dience, or Sin, being Injury and Treaſon, thereby a new Obli- 
gation is contracted, viz. to ſuffer condign Puniſhment, the for- 
amer Obligation unto Duty remaining eternally in as full Force 
as ever ; which, if we could diſcharge, yet were we but unprofitable 
ſervants, Luke 17. 10. Can a man be profitable to God 2 Job 22. 
2. If thou be righteous, what giveſt thou to him 2 or what recei- 
veth he of thine hand? Job 35. 7. An Eternity of Service inthe 
higheſt perfteCtion, is every Creature's Debt as a Creature ; and 
beſide this, an Eternity of ſuffering too, is every delinquent 
Creature's Debt, as delinquent. But one Debt cannot pay ano- 
ther ; ſince therefore, all that the whole Creation can do for e- 
ver, would but juft fatishic the firſt natural Obligation unto pare 
Juſtice, viz. the Debt of Obedience ; it is quite impoſſible rhar 
ever any Creature{hould ſupererogate, er ſpare any thing from 
hence, towards fatisfying the Secondary ſuper-added Obligati- 


on-unto offended Juſtice, vis. the Debt of Puniſhment, either 
£n 1ts own behalf, or anothers

T ceth, and' reſts ſatis ed. It hath two Parts, Firſt, His taking 

the form of a Servant at his Incarnation. Secondly, His manage- 
ment of, and deportment 4n that State, 

i Firſt, His Incarnation, and this preſents God with a double 

Satisfaction, whereby he may with Honour entertain Thoughts

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1. In that, Humane Nature is in Chriſt unſtained with either 
Original, or Actual Sin 5 for, by- his Divine Conception by the 
Holy Ghoſt , he received of bis Virgin-mother, a pure, unde-

and Straits, he had not where to lay his Head ; in a word, He 
was all bis life long in all things tempted as we are (' yet with- 
eut fin;) RHeb.4- 15. but eſpecially what he ſuffered at his

Garden, that an Angel was ſent to comfort him 3 but above all, 
his deſertion upon the Croſs, witneſleth that he ſuffered unut- 
terably 11 his Son), when he cryed, My God; my God, why haſt 
thou forſaken me £ The Socirians are here piizzled to give any 
tollerable Account, how the infinitely good God could find in 
his Heart to exerciſe his only begotten Son, that never ſinned, 
with.all theſe Horronrs 11 his Soul ; for certainly, 1t (food not 
wath his Goodneſs, had not Chrift, as the ſecond Adam, been a 
pablick. Perſon, a Repreſentative, on» whom the Lord hath laid 
the iniquities of ws all, 11.53. 6. But if we conſider ( which 
they deny )) that Chriſt was then farisfying his Father's Juſtice, 
we need not wonder at thoſe Horrcurs and Conſternations of 
the Manhood: 5 for he knew the vaſtneſs of his Undertalkng, the 
numberleſs Numbers, and aggravations of Sins, the dreadful 
weight of his Father's Wrath, the ſharpneſs of that Sword. 
Zech: 13. 7. whicky he:was going now to feel ( not that God 
was.angry with Chriſt npon the Crofs, qu0a4 afeFnm; no, hc 
never more dearly loved him, bat quoad effeFum ) and Chriſt's 
infinite Abhorrence of the Sins he bore, and that infinite Zeal 
wherewith be was inilam'd to vindicate the Honour of Divine 

uſticce. Now, his infinite love to his Church (traggling with 
all theſe, produc'd rhofe Agomies, and overcame them all, when 
he ſaid, {t is finiſhed, Joh, 19.

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But here to-reſolve that great Queſtion, whether Chriſt's paſ- 
five Righteouſneſs alone, or Aﬀive and Paſlive jointly, are the 
matter of Chriſt's SatisfaQtion, which Behevers plead at God's 
Bar for their Juſtification, and, which being accepted by God as 
a Plea good in Law, is faid 10 be imputed ( viz. in a Law 
fenſe ) for Righteouſneſs. Let thee Reaſons be weighed by 
tuch as do disjoyn them. 

Firſt, Fach of them hath its proper Intereſt in, and its re- 2 
ſpetive Contribution towards the ſatisfying the injur'd Honour 4 
of God's Law. For the Honour.of God's Law, is the Equity x 
of both its Parts, its Command , and its Threatning 5 Chriſt's 
active Righteouſneſs honours the Equity of the firſt, which Man 
bad diſhonoured by his Diſobedience 3 but the great God-man ba tg 
hath repaired the Honour of God's Commandments, by yielding 
a moſt perfe&t Obedience to every one of them, and therein pro- 
claimed the Law to be holy, juſt, and good. Then Chriſt's paſlive 
Righteouſneſs in like manner honours the Equity of the Threat- 
ning 3 for, as by Obeying, he acknowledged God's Authority - '? 
to make a Law, and his unexceptionable Righteouſneſs inevery 

, ſingle Branch ot the Law made; ſo, by Suffering, he proclaim- 
eth, that Man is bound to keep it; or, if hedo not, to bear the 
Penalty. He bimſelf dies to juſtifie , that the Sinner is worthy of 
Death, and offers himſelf upon the Croſs as a Sacrifice to the Dj- > 
vine Jnſtice ; and hereby he hath proclaimed Sin to be exceed- 
ing ſinful, and God to. be ſo. jealous a God, as, rather. than Sin 
{honld go unpuniſhd, and his Juſtice wants its Glory, the Righte- 
ous Eternal Son of God muſt be made an Example, what guilty —— 
Man had deſerved. Thus God by two equal Miracles ( of e- 
verlaſting Aſtoniſkmenrt to be adored ) hath ſatisfied both his 
contending Attributes, and rendred each of them Triumphant, 
1n making his Righteous Son an Example of his Sin-avenging Ju- 
fiice, that guty Sinners ( repenting, and believing ) might be 
made Examples of his Sin-pardoning goodneſs. 

In the ſecond place, as cach hath its. reſpeCtive Intereſt in ſatis- 
fying the injur'd Law, fo neither of them can be any where ſe- = 
wcred from the other ; and thoſe which God hath fo indiffolubly 


joyned,, 
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Jjoyned, let none part aſunder; for Chriſt's ative Righteouſnefs 
was every where pafitve, becanfe, all of it done in the form of 
a Servant 3 for in our Nature he obeyed the Law, bur in his ve- 
ry Incarnation he was Paſſive, for therein he ſuffered an Eclipſe 
of the Glory of his God-head; And his paſſive Righteouſneſs 
was every where active ; becauſe, what he ſuffered was not by 
conſtraint, or againſt his Will ; no, it was his own voluntary 
Act and Deed all along ; let me inſtance in the greateft of his 
Sufferings, his very dying was the Produtt both of the freeneſs 
of his Love, and the Majeſty of his Power, Jokz 1c. 17, 18. 
Rer..1. 5. 

In the third place, Both Chriſt's ative and paſſive Righteouf- 
neſs, what he did, and what he ſuffered, partake in common of 
the form of. ſatis faFion; therefore, they are both integra[l parts,. 
or joynt Ingredients thereof 3 for forme dat eſſe :- but this brings: 
me tro the ſecond Enquiry. 

2. Query, What 1s the form of Chriſt's Satisfa&ion, or that 
which renders it Satisfatory ? I anſiver, the infinite Merit of 
what he did and ſuffered ; which infinite Merit ftands, 1: In 
the dignity of his Perſon ; the fullneſs of the Godchead dwelt 
in him bodily, Col. 2.9. John 1. 14. Now for the work of a 
Servant to be done by the Lord of all, renders his Aﬀtive; and" 
for him to- ſuffer as a Malefator between Malefators, who 
was God bleſſed for evermore, renders alſo his paſſive Righte- 
ouſneſs infinitely Meritorious; no wonder the Blood of 
Chriſt cleanſeth from all Sin, for it is the Blood of God, A&s 
20. 28, 1 John 1. 7. And thisis the Reaſon why the Righteouſ- 
neſs of one, redounds unto all for the juſtification of life, Rom: 
5. 18, 19. becauſe his aGtive and paſſive Righteouſneſs is inti- 
nitely of more valne, than all, that the Creatures in Heaven and 
Earth could have done, or ſuffered: to Eternity ; the very Man 
Chriſt Jeſus is above all the Angels, Heb. 1, 6.. for he is the Man 
that 15 God's fellow, Zech. 13. 7, And this infinite Worthineſs 
of the Redeemer's Perſon, you have excellently deſcribed; as 
radiating, and infinitely exalting all he did and ſuffered, Ph. 
2. 6, 7, 8; 9. Heb. 7.24, 25, 28. 

2, The. 
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2. Theattive and paſſive Righteouſneſs of Chiiſt.pre of in- 
finite Merit, becauſe not at all due, but both meer ſapercxraga- 
tions of an infinitely glorious Perſon. | 

And Firſt, For his a&ive Righteouſneſs, it ſtood 1n his Obe- 
dience to the Ceremonial and Moral Laws. 

1. His Obedience to the Ceremonial Law was a meer ſuperer- 
rogation,, for the Subſtance to comply with the Shadows, the 
Antitype to do homage to its own Types ; beſides, he ſubmitted 
to thole very Ordinances, whoſe End and Inſtitution ſuppoſerh 
Guilt, and whoſe Nature argues them deſigned only tor the uſe 
of Sinners ; what foreskin of Impurity had he to be cut off in 
Circumciſion ? what Filth to be waſh'd away in Baptiſm ? Did 
the holy Child Jeſus defile his Mother's Womb, as common 
Mortals do, that are concerved in Sin, and brought tgrth in Ini- 
quity ? And yet he was Circumciſed and Baptized, and his Mo- 
ther offered for her Purification, Luke 1. 21, 22. chap. 3. 21. 
No imaginable Obligation lay on him to theſe Submilſions, be- 
ing to him meer Ciphers wholly inſignificant. 

2, His Obedience to the Moral Law : Although it muſt be 
granted, that as Man, it was his Duty, Gal. 4. 4. yet was it not 
his Duty to become Man. True, a Creature's homage was due 
from him, when a Creature : a Servant's Work, when- in the 
form of a Servant : but the whole was free and Arbitrary, be- 
cauſe his entring into that State was ſo : for, what but his own 
infimte Love could ever move the Eternal Word, to pitch his 
Tent in our Nature ? What Obligation lay on the Herr of all 
things, to take the form of a Servant 2 Who bound the Eternal 
Son of God, to become in the fullneſs of time the Son of Man ? 

And as his active Righteouſneſs, ſo Secondly, Paſave too 
was 2 mcer Supererrogation 3 for his Almighty. Father's Holy, 
All-ſecing Eye, could never eſpy the leaſt Iniquity in him to 
puniſh : What had the Divine Juſtice to do with him ? for he 
was a ſinleſs Perſon, he: ſuffered not for himſelf, Dam. 9. 26. 
No, for us, 2 Cor. 5. 2x. And therefore, fince no Obligation 
lay on him todo what he did, or to ſuffer what he ſuffered, he 
may 1mpute the Merit both of the-ane, and the other, to whom- 

loever, 
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ſoever, and upon what terms ſoever he and his Father pleaſe. 

But before I come to conſider the terms npon which Chriſt's 
Satisfaction 1s applied, I muſt anſwer ſome Queſtions, and clear 
the Scruples in the way.

Firi#, Itis not fully executed ; for there 1s no Condetnnation 
to them that are in Chriſt Jeſus, ec. Rome. 8. t. 

Secondly, It is not abrogated ; for itis in part executed upon 
Behievers ; they are liable to the firſt, or natural Death, which is 
the wages of ſrn,although the ſecond death hath ne power over them 
befides all manner of Chaſtiſements and Aﬀiictions, P/al. 89. 30, 
31, 32. Andalſo that Law 1s totally executed upon fina)l y Im- 

mtent Unbelievcrs, over whom not the firſt only, but the ſe= 
cond Death alſo hath Power, 2 Thef/. 1. 8. For he that believeth 
ot, is condemned alrcady, John 3. 18. That is, the Goſpel finds 
him, and every one 1n a ſtate of Condemnation ; but thoſe who 
believe, ir-proclaims Deliverance to ; thoſe, whothrough Unbe- 
hef rejze&'it (judging themſelves unworthy of everlaſting Lite, 
ſee AFs 13+ 46.) it leaves ſuch as it found them ; viz, under the 
Condemnation of the old Covenant, fince they retufe the par- 


doning Mercy of the New. 


Thirdly, 1 anfwer therefore poſitively, That the firſt Cove- 
nant is releafed, .and diſpenſed with, by ſuper-inducing a New 
Covenant ot G1ace over it, That whoſocver cloſeth with, and 
comes into the terms of the New, ſhould be exempted from the 
Rigorand Fxtremity, #. e. from the Eternal Condemnation of 
the old, Jokn 3. 16. Ir is not ſaid, He that believes ſhall not be 
Sick, ſhall not be Aﬀicted, ſhall not Die 5 No, but he ſhall not 
periſh. Thus you ſce the Covenant of Works, as to its Executi- 
on upon ſuch as are in the Covenant of Grace, isin the chict part 


reſtrained ; but yet m ſome part inflicted : They never ſhall com- 
plain 
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plain under the Eternal and Deſtru@ive ; yet they do complain 
under the Temporal and Corre&ive Puniſhment of their Sins, 
Lent. 3. 39. 

Te particularly for the clearer underſtanding of this, 
we muſt confider that the firſt Covenant lays a double Obligati- 
-0R-0N (inful Man. 

Firf?, In reference to what is paſtz and here it requires Sa- 
tisfaction and Reparation from us, for our Sin in breaking it. 

And Secondly, In reference to the future : after ſuch Satis- 
fa&ion and amends made, it requires perfe& Conformity ſtill as 
at firſt, abſolute Obedience to all God's Commands, being the 
Eternal Debt of the reaſonable Creature to that God that made 
it in his own Image : if therefore we could ( which hath alrea- 
dy been proved to be impollible ) ever have ſatisfied God's in- 

jur'd Law for our paſt breach, the Law would {till have come 
upon us for future, exa& Conformity to pay the reſidue of that 
Eternal Debt : and its Language would be, Sir no more, leſt 4 
- worſe thing befall thee : as a Fellon, though burnt in the Hand, 


is yet bound to live honeſtly for the future at his Peril Now © 


the New Covenant of Grace zelieves Us as to both theſe Caſes, 
and diſpenſes with the Rigour of the Law. 

As to the firſt, It comforts us with the good News, That the 
Son of God hath ſatisfied his Father's Juſtice; and if we believe 
but in him, God will accept of ns, asf we had ſatisfied in our 
own Perſons. The caſe the Law leaves us in, is well expreſled, 
Ia. 33. 14. and Heb. 10. 51. But thezelief the Goſpel brings us 
3nSt. Pars Language, :Rom. 8. 33, 34- You have both together 
excellently, Ezck, 33. to, IT. 

As to the ſecond Obligation, the New Covenant diſpenſeth 
with.the Rigor of thatteo: for, woe to a juſtified and pardon- 
£d Perſon, at he muſt loſe-all again, upon the leaſt defailance : 
therefore the -Goſpel proclaimspardon of Sin upon Repcntance, 
and acceptance of ſincere Endeavours to obey him. God's Lan- 
guage now 1s, Sinners be but in good earneſt, do but love me 
heartily, and.my Ways : let me but.ſee a-Child-like Ingenuity 
22 JOU, and 1 will put down your upright, though imperfect 


Per- 
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Performances, in the Book-of my Remembrance, Mal. >, 16. 
and blot out your Tranſgrefſions, when repented of, out of the 
Book of my Remembrance, Murdata Dei tanquam falta repu- 
tantur, quando quicquid non fit ignoſcitur. Thus doth the Can- 
dor of the Goloel diſpence with the Rigor of the Law : God 
deals not with us as an /Eepptian Task-mafter, bur as a Father 
with his Children whom he loves: Chriſt's yoke # caffe, bis 
burthen light. 

ObjeF. 2. If arty doubt how it ſiands with God's Veracity, 
and Immutability, having once declared, thx the Soul that fin- 
neth ſhall die, to contradict it by declaring that, He that be- 
lieveth ſhall never die, but have Eternal Life, John 1 1. 26. 

I arifwer, We muſt look upon Threatnings as a part of the 
Law , declaring the dueneſs of the Puwrſhment, what rhe Offen- 
der hath deſerved to ſuffer 3 not as Predidions of the Event, 
any more than Thou ſhalt, and Thou ſhalt not, in the Command, 
are Predifions : but only are expreſſive of the dnene(s of Obe- 
dicnce. . Nor will it hence follow, that we have the leaſt cauſt: 
once to ſuſpeft that God may (if he pleaſe) to revoke his 
Promiſes, as well as his Threatnings ; and then, what would be- 
come of ws ? for there 1s a wide + Srouk m their eſlential Na- 
tures and Propertics. In a Promiſe, the Obligation lies upoh 
the Party promiſing 3 he hath paft away his own Liberty, and 
the thing is mow no longer his, bur the others, who may, if 
he pleaſe, releaſe, and quit-claim to his Pretenfions 3 he may 
diſpcnſe with, and ſurrender tis own Right 3 but if he claim hrs 
Right to, and Intereſt in the Benefret, by vertue of the Promile, 
It cannot be detained withontr notorious Wrong and Injury, 
which, God forbid we ſhould charge him with 5 for he were not 
God, if he were not infinitely true and faithfal. How ſhould he 
elſe judge the world ? But now the Obligation unto Puniſhmerit 
Hes contrarity apon the Sinner threatned 5 he hath paſt away his 
own Indemnity, and given God the right of puniſhing him : 1 
Tay the Right, not the Neceſlity ; 1t God will claim this Right, 
he may ; but if he pleaſe, he may diſpente with it.

1. There are weighty Inducements moving God hereunto, 
If he had not diſpenſed with the rigour of it. 

FirifF, He had loſt the opportunity of the higheſt poſſible 
way of glorifying his own Goodneſs, which now ſo infinitely 
endears him to the World, and lays ſuch Obligations on us to 
admire and adore him. | , iN 

Secondly, As all Iſrael lamented over. Bexjamir, Judg. 21. 6. 
that a Tribe was loſt 3, ſo the Creation. would have miſt a Tribe ; 
which is the reaſon ſome Divines haye mer why Can took not 
ou hin the nature of Angels, but the ſeed of Abraham 5, becauſe, 
only ſome of the Angelical Tribe loſt .their Birth-right ; only 
ſome kept not their fi eſtate; but, mar, bting in honour continu- 
ed not, but became:like the Beaſt that periſheth. ,.  _ 

Thirdly, All Religion, had been extinguiſh'd, and frozen by 
Deſpair unavoidably 3 if there had been;no Hope, the Fear of 
God, his Worſhipand Service had for ever utterly periſh'd from 
off the Earth, _ But now his Name is: excellent in all the earth 3, 
even that Name proclaimed to Moſes; Exod. 34,6. . The Lord 
is known in. Judah, and; his Name 1s great in 1/rae/, Pal. 79. 1. 

2. As the Cauſes inducing are wetghty, ſo the Terms on which 
he diſpenſeth. with his Law..are as honourable; which was our 
third Quzery propounded in the opening: the Point. . For, ſince 
Chriſt Redeemed us, not. by, way of Solution ( ſtrifly ) as a 
Surety, paying the Debtor's proper Debt to the Creditor ; ; but 
by. way of Satisfaction, as a Mediator and Interceſlor, offering 
a valuable Conſideration to the offended Judge of the World, 
in lieu of the Laws executing the Penalty threatned ppon the 
Sinner : It neceiſ/arily follows, that no Right at all in the Bene- 
fits of this Satisfaction can accrue to the Delinquent, but upon 
fuch Terms preciſely as the offended Party, and the Mediator 
that fatisfieth him, thall agree unto; and upon mutual Frey 

an 
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and Com-promiſe, joyntly ratifie ; ſo that Juſtification by way 
of Satisfaction provides, not only the Sinner's Indemnity, but in 
ſuch a manner, as alſo to conſult the Intereſts and Honour both 
of the Party fatisfying, and fatisfied ; and this latter is the rule 
and meaſure of exhibiting the former, and of making over the 
Satisfaction for diſcharge of the Offender. 

Query 3. What arethe Terms therefore upon which both God 
and Chriſt have agreed to juſtifie Sinners ? 

Lanſwer : Firſt, Faith, which is a hearty receiving Chriſt as 
he is tendred by the Goſpel 3 and here the Soul quits all Preten- 
ſions of being juſtified by any Righteouſneſs of its own, and 
rolls it ſelf uponthe Lord its Righteouſneſs; and therefore hath 
Faith the honour to be the juſtifying Grace,  becaule it ſo highly 
honoureth Chriſt ; itis the Nuptial Knot whereby the Soul joyns 
it ſelf to 1ts Lord-Redeemer in an everlaſting'Marriage-Cove- 
nant , it demes it ſelf, and forfakes all its other Lovers, and 
claſps about its Lord and Husband, as it's all in all. Look what 
a Wite doth in a Marriage-Covenant to her Husband, that doth 
a Soul in believing unto Chriſt, it faith unto him, we thou art 
my Husband, Hof: 2. 16, And he faith unto his Spouſe, wy you 
are. my People. 

But then this juſtifying Faith hath two Daughters that inſepa- 
rably attend her. | 

1. Repertance : Here finful Man retrafts and undoes his Faults, 
cries peccavi, weeps, wrings his Hands, {mites upon his Breaſt, 
and cries, What have I done 2 Laments after the Lord, and ab- 
hors himſelf in Duſt and Aſhes : He calls himfelf Fool, mad 
Man, Beaſt, Traytor to his God, and to his Soul : In a word, 
executes the Law upon himſelf 5 and fince God excuſeth him 
from the Pumſhment, he accufeth himſelf of the Guilt, and 
condemns himſelf to rhe ſhame of his Sin ; and hereby the Sin- 
ner honours the Equity of the threatning by his Tears, acknow- 
ledging that his Blood was due. 

2, Newneſs of Life 3 Here the Sinner acknowledgeth perfect 
Obedience to be iti]] his Duty 3 this honours the Equity of God's 
Commandments. And the Redeemer, by making this one of 
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the Conditions of the Goſpel-Covenant; hath. given his Father 
his Law back again ; he doth not repeal it ; no, it's ſti} the rule 
ot Life, and every Commandment {ti}l obligeth a Believer. 
Chriſt hath only releaſed us from the condemning Power of it, 
not the commanding Power of it. We muſt ſtill preſs after 
Perfe&ion ; but, though we fall ſhort of it, we.ſhall-not die for 
it; Chriſt hath redeemed from the curſe of the Law, being made 
a curſe for ws ; but hathleft us under the Government and Com- 
wand of the Law. The whole matter 1s excellently -expreſlied,, 
1 Jokn 2. 1. My little Children, theſe things T write unto :you, 
that you fin not; and if any man ſin, we have an Advocate with 
the Father Jeſus Chriſt the righteous. 

3-. Having thus diſcourſed to the three general Points-firſt 
propounded, and ſhewed, that the Perſon. juſtified is charged 
with Guilt :: And, Secondly, that he pleads to the Charge,

thou canſt not mock thy God; and is thereany ,Wiſdom in mocking and 
cheating thy own Soul ?

cannot be recalled; and if thon art hearty and ſerious in theſe RefleCtions,
